PURPOSE OF CALL 70 GUARDSMFN

Ih view of the disturbed conditions on the Mgxiean border and in order '
to adsiire ‘complote protection for all Amerieans, the Pretident has called
out substantially all the State militia and will send them to the border,
wherever and as fully as General Funston determines them to be needed
for the purpose stated,

If all are not needed, an effort will he made to relieve those on duty
there from time to time, so as to distribute the duty.

This call for militia is wholly unreiated to General Perching's expe-
dition and contemplates no additional entry into Mexico, except as may be
necessary to pursue bandits who attefpt outrages on American soil,
